Harwood Products continued to hold meetings with CPW on 
a monthly basis at a coffee shop in Laytonville, California.

When word was received of the planned "Redwood Summer" 
it was decided by Harwood Products to continue to discuss the 
issues and wanted to pull together key people from both sides. 
The idea was to work towards non-violence for the summer. 


The first of this second series of meetings was held on 
May 8, 1990, with the second meeting scheduled for May 22, 1990. 
However, the third meeting, scheduled for June 5, 1990, was moved 
up a week because of the bombing to JUDI BARI's car. 

I ~~l stated that on the evening of May 22, he 

observed JUDI BARI arrive. The meeting was late in starting and 
when BARI arrived she had three, four or five people in her car. 
He stated it was a "car full". 

I I added that since there have been a number of 

meetings (before and after the bombing) between the timber 
industry people and the environmentalists, most of which have 
been held at the Frontier Room, he is not absolutely certain that 
the events he recalls observing on May 22 are in fact all of that 
meeting. He stated, however, he believes that after JUDI BARI 
arrived and parked her car, a couple of other cars also 
containing environmental supporters arrived. He recalls that a 
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number of people gathered in a circle on the sidewalk prior to 
JUDI BARI and some others actually entering the restaurant. 

Iwas then handed a xerox copy of a sketch of b6
